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Dissolution 
Of Diet Seen 
Linked With 
Moscow Talk

The House of Representatives 
will most likely be dissolved late 
next month or early in May fol- 
lowing the conclusion of the 
Japan-Soviet salmon catch talks 
now under way in Moscow. 


This prediction, dominant 
among political observers, how- 
ever, is based on the expecta- 
tion that the fishery talks will 
come to an end by mid-April, 


It is naturally expected, there- 
fore, that if the talks run into 
any protracted deadlock again, 
it Will mean a corresponding de- 
lay in the Diet disbandment. 


Economic Planning Agency 
Director Ichiro Kono, who is re- 
cognized as a “strongman” in 
the Kishi Administration, has 
definitely stated that it is 
doubtful whether the fishery 
pariey will end by mid-April. 
This amounts to an indirect ad- 
mission that Diet dissolution in 
April will be impossibie. 


Prime Minister Nobusuke 
Kishi, who has the final say in 
Diet disbandment, appears to be 
still wedded to the idea of dis 
solving the Lower House in 
April or May. 

The view atill persists, how- 
ever, that his indecisive charac 
ter, as recently manifested 
in important personnel §af- 
fairs, may cause him to hold up 
Diet disbandment until autumn. 


At any rate, there is a general 
feeling that undercover prepara- 
tions for the next general elec- 
tion has already reached a clii- 
max both in central and local 
political circies. 

Various factions of the ruling 
Liberal-Democratic Party are 
bent on analyzing the political 
strength ef their own prospec- 
tive candidates in the next elec- 
tion. ‘They are also studying 
what attitude they should take 
toward a new government fol- 
lowing the next general election. 


One thing certain is that the 


present Kishi Administration 
will continue to he in power, 
even though the numerical 


strength of the Government and 
Opposition Socialist parties in 
the Diet may undergo a alight 
change. 

The focal point. of interest in 
the next general election, there- 
fore, will be what changes will 
take place in the factional affilia- 
tions within the Tory party and 
whether the Kishi Government 
will emerge as a stable long. 
term administration or will 
prove short-lived, thereby touch- 
ing off a Tory race for presi- 
dency and premiership. 

A check with the chieftains 
of the cliques inside the Liberal- 
Democratic Party produced 
these prospects and aspirations: 

KISHI FACTION (40 MEN IN 
LOWER HOUSE) — Strength 
will be boosted by 10 to 15. 
Shall strive to stabilize the Kishi 
Administration as its nuclear 
force. 


BAMBOKU OHNO FACTION 


(28 MEN)—WHI be increased 
by 15. Shail defend the Kishi 
Cabinet. 


ICHIRO KONO FACTION (35) 
—Confident of an increase of 10. 
The postelection Kishi Cabinet 
will not last for long unless it 
carries out positive policies. 
Kishi should not try to curry 
favor with his opposers inside 
the party but devote his energy 
to bolstering the leadership 
of the main current faction 
led by Kishi, Ohno, Kono and 
Kisaku Sato. 


EISAKU SATO FACTION (27) 
-——-Will send 10 or more men to 
the Diet. Shall cooperate with 
the other factions and back up 
the Kishi Cabinet. Shall sup- 
port the revision of the Consti- 
tution and small electoral dis- 
trict system and work for a 
“turning point in Tory adminis.

Sukarno said the Central Su- 
matran rebellion “should be 
wiped from this Indonesian 
earth.” 

In ringing tones, before a 
cheering crowd estimated at 
100,000, Sukarno said:

Sumatra not only is a treacher- 
ous action against the independ- 
ence proclamation of Aug. 17, 
1945, but is a treacherous action 
against you-—against you young 
people, against the women, 
against you members of the 
armed forces, against all you 
people of Indonesia.”

SARASOTA, Fila, (AP)---The 
U.S. Air Force Chief of Staff, 
Gen. Thomas D. White, disclose

LOS ANGELES (INS)—An 
eye expert said today that cor 
tact lenses can help children 
overcome inferiority complexes 
they get because they wear 
glasses. 


Dr. Louis M. Zabner, chair: 
man of contact lens research for 
the national association of op- 
tometrists, told 250 members of 
the organization In Los Angeles 

“Something has to be done for 
children with glasses. I refer 
to those as young as eight years. 
Boys have been afraid to play 
baseball with other boys, for 
fear they looked different. Girls 
with glasses won't join in with 
other children in thelr games in 
the echoolvyard.” 

Zabner said children of eight 
and under “can now wear con 
tact lenses, The young myope 
(the very nearsighted) who 
cannot participate in the nor- 
mal activities In his day-to-day 
.crawing up process is in a 
gfoup most vitally affected by 
ihe improvement of contact 
lenses, 

He added: 

“A normal child can be fitted 
at an early age and can be 
taught within from three to four 
months to know how to use the 
lens naturally.” 

Zabner said corneal contact 
lenses of the newest and thin- 
nest variety are made out of 
pure plexigias, “which is not 
harmful to the cornea.”

However, the Government has 
forced to buy 11,000 mil- 
tion crugelros ($100 million) 
worth of coffee to support its 
policy and accept a drop in reve- 
nue from exports. This has 
caused the value of the cruzeiro 
to decline and brought on last 
week's financial crisis. 


Kubitschek said the loss of 
revenues and the pressures of 
industrialization which mean 
more import commitments gave 
Brazil a $315 million unfavor- 
able trade balance in 1957. But 
he said that increasing exports 
of manganese and iron helped to 
cushion the blow. 

The President called upon the 
Congress to do all in its power 
to limit unnecessary spending. 
He proudiy pointed to increased 
foreign investments as indicat- 
ing what he said had been great 
international confidence in Bra- 
zil’s future. These investments 
in 1957, he said, totaled $100 mil- 
lion compared with $56 million 
in 1956 and brought the total of 
foreign investments in Brazil to 
$649 million,

SYDNEY (AP)—Australian | 
Professor J. P. Baxter believes

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New Delegate ‘to Moscow 

Minister of Agriculture and Forestry Munenori Akagi, 
Japan's new chief delegate to the current fishery negotia- 
tions in Moscow, will leave Tokyo for the Soviet capital 
tomorrow. 

The attitude of Soviet Russia in the present series of 
talks may safely be summed up in a single word, unreason- 
able. The severe restrictwe measures and all kinds of 
strong demands it put forward culminated in a move to 
close the entire Sea of Okhotsk to Japanese fishing. 

And it is very unlikely that the Soviet Union will ease 
ite stand. Mr. Alexander A. Ishkov, chief of the Soviet 
Gosplan’s fishery department, is reported to have told 
Japanese Ambassador Kadowaki last Wednesday, when the 
Japanese enyoy visited the Soviet official to discuss the 
deadiocked issues and lay the groundwork for the future 
negotiations to be conducted by the new delegate, that the 
Soviet Government would not change the proposals it had 
made earlier. 

A report from Warsaw quoting sources close to Soviet 
quarters, also said that the Soviet Union would consider 
some of Japan's territorial demands if it agreed to opening 
peace talks. It said, further, that if the peace negotiations 
were concluded successfully, Soviet Russia would be prepar.- 
ed to Make a large concession on the fishery issue and the 
question of fishing operations free from the risk of seizure. 

It was these circumstances that caused our Govern- 
ment to judge that a political solution of the issues was 
now indispensable. 

Fishery negotiations, however, should originally be a 
purely technical matter. Their sole aim should be, needless 
to Say, to discuss the restrictions to be placed by both par- 
ties on fishing for the conservation of resources. 

It goes without saying, thus, that the negotiations 
should be carried on from beginning to end on a purely 
scientific and technical basis and anything in the nature of 
political dealings should not be allowed to intervene. 

The fishery issues should, of course, be dealt with sepa 
rately from the territorial questions, not to mention the 
question of concluding a peace treatv. We have not the 
slightest intention of swapping the conclusion of a peace 
treaty for the settlement of fishery issues. 

What the new delegate to Moscow should bear in mind 
is that the people expect him always to keep firm footing 
in reason and maintain a rigid distinction between the 
present issues and all various political problems involved. 


Quiet Over Osaka 


There's good news from Osaka. Horn blowing—that 
much talked about but Hithe done about evil of all our 
urban centers—can be reduced when an aroused officialdom 
and citizenry put their minds to it. 

Last year the Osaka prefectural police chief took a 
trip abroad and duly noted the comparative quiet of foreign 
cities. Then the Osaka mayor went abroad too, and when 
he returned he and the chief put their heads together. 
A liaison council was organized and various civic and pri- 
vale groups called upon to lend their help. 

The result was a “moral” campaign which got under 
way March 1 to educate motorists not to use their horns 
when it's not necessary, Pedestrians were included. too 
in the over-all program, which recognized the close rela- 
tionship between dangerous traffic habits and horn blowing. 

We've heard about such campaigns before and so would 
be inclined not to expect much. But this one is different. 

Reports describe Midosuji, Osaka’s main thoroughfare. 
as uiterly transformed, Statistical surveys show that the 
frequency of horn blowing has been reduced on the average 
of one-half throughout the city 

In the noisier Spots the reduction is remarkable For 
instance, at one place on the busy Umeda Highway horns 
were sounded at a rate of from 49 to 69 a minute before 
March 1. The campaign brought this down to only 1° 

One noteworthy aspect of the campaign is that the taxi 
companies have been cooperative. Drivers sav the result 
has been to slow them down five minutes for 10 kilometers 
of driving. but despite this they have not suffered a drop 
in fares. 

Negative factors are also to be noted. Bicyclists and 
motorcyclists have not been cooperative, and with the lower 
rate of horn blowing the noise from unmuffled exhausts 
has shown up as a major nuisance. We have hinted here 
that moral persuasion may not be enough to make our c’ties 
quiet; we must have certain laws and they must be en- 
forced. 

The Osaka authorities are confident they can get quiet 
without resorting to arrests. More power to them. And 
shame upon Tokyo!

Abandoned Dogs 
To the Editor: 

Much publicity has been given 
petitions by Japanese animal 
lovers protesting the abandon- 
ing of 15 sled dogs by the Japa- 
nese Antarctic expedition, 

It is ironical, however, that 
while thousands of persons are 
protesting the fate of the 15 
dogs in Antarctica not a voice 
is being raised against the com- 
mon practice of wilfully aban- 
dening dogs in Japan. This is 
the commonest way of disposing 
of unwanted pets. 

As a result, it is estimated 
that at any given time between 
1,600,000 and 2 million dogs are 
running homeless throughout 
the country, 

Thousands of these unfortu- 
nate animals eventually are 
caught by dog catchers and put 
to death by strychnine injections. 
an exe ruciatingty painful form 
of death. Additional thousands 
of abandoned dogs end up as ex- 
perimental research animals in 
hospitals where they dle even 
more horribly .by vivisection, 
frequently without even the 
benefit of anesthesia. 

Why not give pets at home a 
break before criticizing what 
Antarctic expedition members 
Sav they could not help?

Rather than abandon pets it 
would be preferable to drown 
unwanted puppies and kittens 
at birth or take them to a local 
veierinarian for humane dispos- 
al, When no more pets are 
wanted, female animals could 
he spayed to prevent birth. 

Future expeditions taking 
dogs, whether to Antarctica, the 


Himalayas or elsewhere, should 
consider possible emergencies. 
One precaution would be to in- 
chide among supplies a quantity 
of pentobarbitone sodium (PBS). 
This drug would put a hopeless- 
ly injured animal to a painiess, 
eternal sleep, no matter where 
injected. 

The Japan Animal Welfare 
Society has recommended To- 
kyo dog pounds use PBS instead 
of strychnine for disposing of 
unclaimed—and therefore doom- 
ed—animals. Already the societ- 
ty has provided a quantity of 
PBS free of charge for this pur- 
pose. 

In hope that it might prove 
helpful to pet owners the society 
has prepared a booklet entitled 
“Your Dog and the Law.” It 
gives pointers on the care of 
pets, tells how to go about res- 
cuing or recovering impounded 
dogs and outlines regulations 
concerning the possession of 
dogs in Japan.

After a week of confusing 
political guesswork on who 
should go to Moscow as Japan's 
new chief negotiator at the 
stalled fishery talks, the choice 
hase finally fallen on Munenori 
Akagi, who as the Agriculture 
Forestry Minister has the fish- 


his jurisdiction.

fisheries treaty 
j between the two 
Akagi nations. The 
pact was signed in Moscow in 
May 1956 and took effect in Dec- 
ember that year. 

No agreement has yet been 
reached, however, except on the 
relatively trivial issue of regu- 
lating herring fishing. 

Regarding the salmon catch 
celliing—one of the most im- 
portant issues facing the talks, 
the Soviet Union has come up 
with the figure of only 80,000 
tons——65,000 tons less than the 
Japanese proposal. Moreover, 
it ‘has demanded the exclusion 
of Japanese salmon fishing 
fleets from the Sea of Okhotsk. 

This stern Soviet attitude has 
forced the fishery talks into a 
complete deadlock. 

Further, the talks, which are 
primarily intended to discuss 
the fishery question, have been 
evén tmmore complicated by the 
apparent Soviet moves to tie in 
this issue with those of peace 
treaty and the ensuring of the 
safety of Japanese fishermen 
operating in northern waters. 


Akagi, who has now been as- 
signed to break the deadlock at 
the Moscow talks, looks like a 
senior leader of a farming vil- 
lage. This is.only natural, how- 
ever, since he onee served as 
chief of his native village in 
Ibaraki Prefecture. 


He is known as a man of sin- 
cerity. He is not endowed with 
any such “steamroller” political 
power as characterizes Econo- 
mie Planning Agency Director 
Ichiro Kono, who played a star 
role in negotiating with the So- 
viet Union while he was the 
Agriculture-Forestry Minister in 
the Hatoyvama Cabinet. 

Akagi, however, is not such 
a canny politician as Kono is 
reputed to be. 

There are misgivings in some 
quarters, therefore, about Aka- 
gi’s ability to deal with Soviet 
politicians, who are Known to 
be shrewd strategists. 

However, his strong moral 
fiber is counted upon to reject 
any easy-going compromise. 

Since assuming 
the Agriculture-Forestry Minis- 
ter last Julv, Akagi has manag- 
ed to dispose of various knotty 
problems in a steadfast manner, 
and is regarded highly among 
the ministry officials. 

It is reported that from the 
first, Akagi made up his mind 
to go to Moscow as the minis- 
ter in charge of fishery if no 
other person wanted to go. 


His new mission is his first 
assignment in the diplomatic 
field, and is thus of vital signifi- 
cance to his political career. 


His success or failure in Mos- 
cow will also have a direct bear- 
ing on the fate of the Kishi Ad- 
ministration, since Akagi is a 
recognized confident of Prime 
Minister Nobusuke Kishi. 

Akagi, 52, graduated from To- 
kyo University in 1927, and en- 
gaged in farm work in his na- 
tive village for a long time. 


He was eletted to the House 
of Representatives for the first 
time in 1937. He was expelled 
from the political arena after 
the war for his wartime associa- 
tion with the Imperial Rule As- 
sistance Society. 


Since his political comeback, 
he has been elected to the Low- 
er House five times. 
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
